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To  the  Council  of  the  Borough  of  Royal  Leamington  Spa 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  upon 
the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1966.  The  population 
increased  by  250  to  44,700,  although  births  exceeded  deaths 
by  411.  It  seems  therefore  that  outward  movement  must  have 
exceeded  inward,  plus  new  births. 

Of  952  live  births,  100  (10.5%)  were  illegitimate;  the 
infant  mortality  and  still-birth  rates  were  both  low.  The 
live  birth  and  death  rates  after  correction  were  20.5  and  11.3 
per  thousand  respectively  and  these,  like  the  other  rates, 
compared  well  with  the  national  averages.  The  largest 
mortality  group  was  disease  affecting  the  heart  and 
blood  vessels  which  accounted  for  260  deaths  during  the  year. 
Then  came  the  cancers  collectively,  which  accounted  for  111; 
infections  or  diseases  of  the  lungs  caused  the  death  of  60 
persons. 

With  a  full  staff  the  department  was  able  to  deal  with 
all  complaints  and  also  reach  a  high  level  of  routine  inspection 
work.  Much  attention  was  paid  to  food  hygiene  and  12% 
of  visits  to  food  premises  had  to  be  followed  up  by  written 
notices  of  contraventions. 

For  some  years  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  control 
rodent  pests  without  the  use  of  the  dangerous  chemical 
fluoracet amide.  However  the  older  sewers  presented  a 
problem  that  could  not  be  solved  by  the  use  of  more  sophis¬ 
ticated  and  costly  poisons.  Therefore  it  will  be  necessary  for 
1967  onwards  to  revert  to  fluoracetamide  sewer  treatments. 
Large  stocks  will  not  be  held  and  quantities  will  be  obtained 
periodically  which  just  suffice  for  each  round  of  routine 
sewer  treatments.  An  interesting  variety  of  causes  was  found 
to  account  for  complaints  of  noise  nuisance. 

This  report  marks  the  severance  of  a  long  and  pleasant 
association  since  Mr.  A.  J.  Smith  retired  this  month  after 
38  years’  service  with  this  authority.  It  is  difficult  to  find 
words  which  do  justice  in  a  brief  paragraph  to  even  a  small 
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part  of  his  contribution  to  the  health  and  amenity  of  the 
town.  Perhaps  a  few  figures  taken  from  his  own  report 
tell  the  story.  Since  the  full  scale  resumption  of  slum  clearance 
work  in  1955  over  one  thousand  unfit  houses  have  been  demol¬ 
ished  and  nearly  two  hundred  more  have  been  closed  in  whole 
or  in  part  or  scheduled  for  demolition.  Almost  another 
hundred  houses,  which  lack  standard  amenities,  have  been 
included  in  an  improvement  area  and  the  improved  houses  will 
have  at  least  fifteen  more  years  of  useful  life.  Verminous 
premises  have  become  rare  indeed.  Standards  of  food  hygiene 
have  been  steadily  raised  and  a  comprehensive  plan  for 
domestic  smoke  control  awaits  a  time  and  a  public  opinion 
favourable  to  tackling  this  great  social  evil.  Mr.  Smith  can 
look  back  with  pride  to  his  achievements  and  his  many  friends 
will  be  glad  that  he  is  to  fill  a  new  part-time  post  in  connection 
with  Road  and  Home  Safety.  He  is  succeeded  by  Mr.  F.  C. 
Hills  who  has  been  long  enough  our  Deputy  Public  Health 
Inspector  to  need  neither  welcome  nor  introduction. 

The  Council  and  the  Chairman  of  this  committee  have 
shown  me  both  kindness  and  encouragement  in  my  work 
for  which  I  am  most  grateful.  I  have  also  to  thank  all  my 
colleagues  in  the  Health  Department  and  in  other  departments 
for  their  courtesy  and  help  at  all  times.

C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water. — The  town’s  water  is  taken  in  part  from  deep 
wells  or  boreholes  and  in  part  by  abstraction  from  the 
River  Learn.  River  water  is  impounded  in  a  reservoir 
at  Willes  Meadow  ;  it  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  and  fre¬ 
quently  analysed.  Storage  tanks  exist  at  Campion  Terrace. 
Wells  and  water  is  pumped  to  the  Southam  district. 

1  The  waters  are  of  good  quality  and  hard.  Iron 
deposits  or  tastes  due  to  algae  have  been  avoided  by  special 
measures. 

2  Frequent  bacteriological  examinations  are  made 
of  the  raw  and  filtered  river  waters,  and  of  the  well  waters 
after  chlorination.  All  tests  have  been  satisfactory.  Periodic 
chemical  analysis  is  made.  A  specimen  analysis  follows 
later  in  this  section  of  samples  taken  from  three  sources. 

3  The  water  is  not  plumbo-solvent  and  contains  no 
excess  of  any  metallic  element. 


4.  Chlorination  plants  at  sources  of  supply  operated 
as  required. 

5.  13,386  houses  in  the  town  now  have  an  internal 
piped  supply  serving  44,700  persons.  There  are  now  no 
houses  without  an  internal  water  supply.

If  elderly,  sick  or  infirm  persons  are  living  in  neglected  and 
insanitary  conditions  and  without  proper  care  or  attention  the  Council 
has  authorised  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  in  the  event  of  urgency, 
to  act  on  its  behalf  by  application  before  a  magistrate  or  a  court  of 
summary  jurisdiction  for  the  removal  of  the  said  person  to  a  hospital 
or  institution,  submitting  the  certificates  of  himself  and  of  a  doctor. 

Action  was  necessary  only  once  during  1966. 

Case  1.  Mr.  T — .(66).  This  man  gave  up  work  twelve  years  ago 
because  of  rheumatoid  arthritis.  He  lived  alone  receiving  occasional 
visits  from  a  daughter  but  eventually  became  bedfast.  When  help  was 
called  in  by  his  doctors  the  room  and  the  bedding  was  in  a  filthy  state  and 
he  would  not  hear  of  removal  to  hospital  for  treatment.  An  urgent 
application  was  therefore  made  under  the  1951  Act  and  a  Justice  signed 
a  compulsory  removal  order  on  27th  July,  1966. 


MORTUARY 

Part-time  attendant  is  Mr.  H.  Barnett.  166  bodies 
were  received  for  post  mortem  examinations. 

Following  a  visit  and  report  by  your  Chairman  some 
decorative  work  was  put  in  hand  at  once  and  the  Borough 
Engineer  has  drawn  up  a  scheme  of  improvement  and  enlarge¬ 
ment  which  will  be  submitted  for  approval  in  due  course. 
Not  only  could  working  conditions  thus  be  improved  to  a 
modern  standard  but  the  capacity  of  the  building  would  be 
enlarged  to  deal  with  situations  which  may  arise  after  multiple 
road  accidents.

IMPROVEMENT  AREA 


A  further  improvement  area  was  declared  early  in  the 
year.  The  area  comprises  224  houses  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  town.  87  of  the  dwellings  are  lacking  one  or  more  of  the 
standard  amenities  and  all  of  them  are  so  constructed  that  it 
is  practicable  to  improve  them  to  the  full  standard.  After 
they  have  been  improved  to  this  standard  they  will  be  in 
such  condition  as  to  be  fit  for  human  habitation  and  will  be 
likely,  subject  to  normal  maintenance,  to  remain  in  that 
condition  and  available  for  use  as  dwellings  for  a  period 
of  not  less  than  15  years.  43  of  the  dwellings  in  the  area  are 
occupied  by  tenants  and  of  these,  26  are  lacking  one  or  more 
of  the  standard  amenities.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

Sampling. — 146  samples  of  food  and  drugs  were  submitted 
to  the  Public  Analyst  who  certified  135  to  be  genuine  and  11 
to  be  unsatisfactory. 
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A  formal  sample  of  "bread  and  butter"  purchased  from  a 
restaurant  was  found  to  contain  7.2%  fat  foreign  to  butter. 
The  sample  was  composed  approximately^  follows : — "Butter’  ’ 
portion  9.2  parts,  bread  portion  90.8  parts  and  at  least  94% 
of  the  "butter"  had  the  characteristics  of  a  margarine.  Legal 
proceedings  were  instituted  but  as  the  information  was  not 
laid  within  the  statutory  period  the  case  was  dismissed. 

Two  samples  of  milk  bread  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
In  one  instance  the  bread  was  being  manufactured  with 
skimmed  milk  powder  and  this  was  replaced  later  by  full 
cream  milk  powder.  In  the  other  case  a  "tea  loaf"  was  sold 
as  a  "milk  loaf"  the  shapes  being  similar.  Steps  have  been 
taken  by  the  firm  concerned  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  this 
incident. 

A  sample  of  raw  chipped  potatoes  was  found  to  contain 
70  parts  per  million  of  sulphur  dioxide  instead  of  50  parts  per 
million  permitted.  As  another  authority  using  the  same  analyst 
was  already  negotiating  with  the  firm  concerned,  the  matter 
was  left  in  their  hands 

A  portion  of  soft  cream  cheese  was  reported  to  contain 
only  10.9%  of  milk  fat  whereas  the  analyst  considered  that  it 
should  contain  at  least  45%.  A  formal  follow-up  sample  was 
taken  and  this  contained  only  10%  milk  fat.  The  producer 
agreed  to  change  the  description  of  the  product. 

A  can  of  cola  and  rum  was  reported  to  contain  only  0.7% 
of  proof  spirit.  At  the  analyst’s  suggestion  the  manufacturer 
has  agreed  to  amend  the  label  and  to  call  the  product  "rum 
flavoured  cola". 

A  bottle  of  "Kola  Champaign"  was  considered  by  the 
analyst  to  have  a  misleading  label.  After  protracted  negotiations 
the  manufacturer  agreed  to  alter  the  label. 

A  sample  of  double  cream  cheese  was  reported  to  contain 
only  41%  of  milk  fat  whereas,  in  the  opinion  of  the  analyst, 
it  should  contain  at  least  65%.  As  a  result  of  a  letter  sent  to 
them  the  importers  have  undertaken  not  to  call  this  product 
"double  cream"  cheese  in  future. 

An  informal  sample  of  lime  cordial  and  lager  was  reported 
to  contain  only  0.93%  proof  spirit,  whereas,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  analyst  it  should  have  contained  at  least  1.2%.  A  formal 
follow-up  sample  was  obtained  and  this  contained  1.05%  proof 
spirit.  Negotiations  were  proceeding  at  the  end  of  the  year 
between  the  Public  Analyst  and  the  analyst  of  the  firm  con¬ 
cerned.

Food  Hygiene.— 690  visits  were  made  to  food  premises 
resulting  in  83  letters  being  sent  calling  attention  to  con¬ 
traventions  of  the  regulations.  In  49  cases  the  contraventions 
were  found  to  have  been  remedied  when  the  premises  were 
re-inspected. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  proprietor 
of  a  restaurant  for  eight  breaches  of  the  regulations.  The 
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magistrates  found  the  offences  proved  and  imposed  fines  of 
£5  on  each  count,  with  the  exception  of  one  which  related  to 
general  dirty  conditions  for  which  a  fine  of  £30  was  imposed, 
making  a  total  of  £65  and  costs.  The  restaurant  is  now  closed.

Once  again  it  proved  difficult  to  obtain  samples  from 
mobile  vehicles  during  normal  working  hours  and  it  was 
found  necessary  to  make  arrangements  for  evening  sampling. 
Of  the  15  unsatisfactory  samples  12  were  loose  ice-cream  and 
3  wrapped:  4  were  from  hotels,  4  from  cafes,  4  from  itinerant 
vendors  and  3  from  retail  shops.  The  unsatisfactory  samples 
from  hotels  and  cafes  were  due  to  neglected  sterilisation  of 
equipment  and  satisfactory  follow-up  samples  were  obtained 
when  proper  procedures  were  carried  out.  The  information 
regarding  the  unsatisfactory  samples  from  itinerant  traders 
was  passed  to  the  districts  from  which  they  operated  and 
rapid  improvements  were  achieved  with  their  co-operation. 
The  reasons  for  the  unsatisfactory  wrapped  samples,  all  of 
which  were  from  retail  shops,  were  not  discovered. 


MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  REGULATIONS,

In  November  it  was  decided,  on  the  suggestion  of  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  to  withdraw 
Smoke  Control  Orders  9  and  10  which  had  been  formally 
submitted  to  him  but  at  the  request  of  the  Council  were  deferred 
indefinitely.  It  was  in  view  of  the  lapse  of  time  and  the  various 
changes  that  had  taken  place  in  smoke  control  procedure 
that  the  suggestion  was  made.
